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XII E DEATH OF 6EH. TOOMB.
Gen. Kobert Toombs, the greatest man

of hia time in Georgia, and one of the first

among the Southern leaders immediately
before and daring the civil war, la dead.
He passed away peacefully at hia home in
Washington, Ga., yesterday, in his 75th
year. Hia career was one of the most ex-

traordinary on record, and was singularly
successful from the outset. The lates
were all for him n besides which he
was remarkably gifted as a lawyer and
public Bpeaker. He fearlessly encountered
some of the ablest of tJaj public men of

Georgia in and out of the . Legislature

between 1834 and 1845, when he
was sent to Congress, where he
served for four successive terms
and took a distinguished place from the
outset. Eut the most brilliant years of his
life were those spent in the United States
Senate, which he entered in 1353. Here
he took a commanding position as a State's
right Whig of firm and resolute will, an
eager, ready and ardent defender of
the South and of slavery, though
not, as is generally believed at the North,
an extremist or fire-eate- r. Truthful, hon-

est and honorable, he dealt fairly by his op-

ponents as be did by his constituents, and
never permitted them, for want of plain- -

prompt speaking, to misunderstand bis
views. Participating in all the debates

and political events leading up to
the Civil War, he was recognized
by the North as well as the South as a

great leader, impetuous and fiery by

tarns, but always logical from the stand-

point of hia liEo-lon- convictions. He
was not an original secessionist., On, the
contrary, when that alternative was pre-

cipitated he fought for compro

mise as lorg as was pos-

sible, and sustained the Crittenden
resolutions.wbich he always declared were

defeated by fcSewaid. When ail chance

in the direction of peace had been de-

feated he counseled secession, and

led his constituents out?- of the
Virion by the power of an resistible

eloquence. Declining the cfTar ci Cabintt
posiu'dili i" the old givernineci he, f;cm
a sense of duty, accepted for a Bhort time

the position of Secretary cf State in Mr.

Divib'a Cabinet, but, disliking that gen-tlem-

probably somewhat piqued

that he Limseif had not been elected

President of the Confederacy, he resigned

nd entered the army, where he remained

until the close of the war. With this
event bis public cveer practically closed,

although he seived his State in the
Constitutional Convention. He refused

to be reconciled to the government
to the terms ot the amnesty act,

and . would not take the oath there-

in prescribed. He wai thna barred
from any farther official participa-

tion in public affairs, and contented
hittjsVif with the position of a 1 oker

on, interested in the fate of the reFncIio

from a philosophic standpoint, and w8
only stirred 1J Activity where tbe people if
GeorgiAare coJR.'fled. He was&lwa.B

during his lif in tha practice of his pro-

fession, which was very lucrative. When

little more than thirty years of sge

he was one of the leaders

of a br that was then very strong, br.i.g
especially successful as a pleader. Frank
nd fearlwsa in the avowal of his vieF

and opininna he waa beloved by the peopV

and even his opponents in Congress con-

fessed torn admiration fora uian who wss
princely ia ail his ways, who entertained
royally, .aud Wi3 always kindly of heart.
iJut in n:uny thins lie ws Vehind ths
age. Tho chvwl mtiditim of tbinge

thU within the pxst ciija years ha9 brought
to the South an unprecedented prosperity
were not all of them to his likinR. He

to a past gensration, and with it lay
all his sympathies. The revolution which
he nursed in its cradle, and part of whit h
he waa, swept past him with hurrying feet

and left him far behind. He
could sii't adapt himself to the
altered tint of nffairp. He h.id no sym- -

nathv with it. nd though he fidvis':d
carefu'.lv and with surpassing etateemao

ship when his advice was sought for, he
cautioned to the last an isolated man, a

citizen of Georgia but not of the Republic,

some of whoso glories ha had contributed
tt roup. He did not outlive his useful-

ness, but he did his time. His etubbor-
ness in opposition to amnesty lost tc
Georgia the continued use of his great

abilities and experience when, ss the vol

league of Ben Hill and Alex. Ste-

phens, he might have made for bin
great State an eclat ' equal to that
of Virginia in her palmiest days. He
cannot in justice be compared to any of

the statesmen of the second period of the
Republic but Webster. He was not as
profound as the great New Eng-lande- r,

the first of all American (states-

men,' but he waj close behind him. He
was more impetuous of speech than
the expounder of the constitution, bat he
wad also more captivating because more
spirited and rnngnetic. He had

studied the constitution and knew

it well, but he could never have

been its expounder because he condemned

it as an instrument so defective that he
said he could not have given bis
consent to it. But he knew all

of its powers and limitations,
nd he was rich in this knowledee, and in

that also which came of knowing the laws

made in pursuance of it, in the meat inti
mate way. It was no trouble .o him to
plead a case, no matter how seemingly

intricate. But although thus gifted ha
never slighted or slurred hia work. He
was conscientious, careful and prudent,
and did his beet. His clients went to him

confidently because his reputation was
based ou tbe highest integrity. Gen.
Toombs was a perleet tyte of a
class of which there are bnt few

left a class that had many noble trait?,
and that within the limit of the flush
days of slavery, was among tbo best pro-

ducts of the civilization cf the first half
of the nineteenth century. He was a
gentleman, a groat statesman, but a
greater lwv".

in various directions, and if they can ob-

tain capital for their purpose tbe South
will, in the next ten years, make a mar-

velous growth. It cannot help but become

the richest and most prosperous section of

the Union, for it has climate, coal, mineral
ores of th best k.nds, timber, water power
and a rich soil and varied and valuable
products to connt on." We have so much
capital lying idle at this moment that
money is invested at times in Koropean
markets for want of opportunities on this
aide.

They left hneland shortly after this
event nd settled in Virgin'a- Daring the Revo-
lutionary war a reRia.ent of Virginia troop was
pent to Georgia after tbe losses at Savannah andlry Crock, at the request oi the Georgia authori-
ties. 1 he lather of n. Toombs, then a mere
boy, wns a major in the regiment. At the close
cf ihe war G orgia gave to each officer and private
of this regimeut a handsome estate. Maj.
Toombi selected a tract in what is now Wilkes
county, and settled down. Km this pi nee, still
owned hy the family, Robert Toombs was
born July 2, 1810. His father died
before he was fire years eld. He wti
educated by an old Scotch man until he
was fifteen, and then, well prepared ior college,
he went to the University of Georgia, then
Franklin College, lie was a handsome, wealthy,
frolicksome youth, and got into some trouble
with tbe facul-- and left Athens for Union Col-lu-

at Schenectady, N. Y., where he graduated
at eighteen. Ha then went to the University of
Virginia, studied law, andt returning to his
home, and was admitted to tne bar when he was
not twenty-on- e years old. ISot long after he
married the lovely wman who died a
short time since, and settled in the town of Wash-
ington. He was very successful in his profes-
sion, before he was 33 years of age having made
iloO,iYO in fees and prefits, hU income being
&0.U00 per annum at least for severe 1 year 4.
la the Creek Indian war of 1836 he
was a captain of volunteers under Gen. fcScotu

HIS ENTRY INTO PUBLIC LIFE.
When he was twenty-seve-n years of age in 1837
he ws e'ec ed to the Lower Honse of the Legis-

lature. Then oomineno- d a poiitit al career
in Georgia lor bril ian;?. While

biephena, Cebb and - raw ford were firming stub-
bornly with varying fortune, and BeiAsun Hit !,
then a brilliant youngs:er, was bea'e agnne polls,
alter sweeping the hustings, loombs took bis
boners wi hout a struggle, and as if by
d vine riht. He . won distinction in the
Legislature by opposing iState aid to railroads,
and secured the passage of a bill which took the
finances of Georgia out of the hands of the old
managers, and advanced its bunk notes from
about 40 cents on the dollar to par. He con-
tinued a member of tre Legislature till 1H45, with
the exception oi the year 1841. He cast his first
vte for Andrew Jackson, but fell out with him
rhout the nulliflcatit n troubles and became a
Whig. While in ibe Legislature he was nomi-
nate for Congress and made the race on
tbe Whig ticket. Although there was a majority
of fifteen agninst h i party in bis district-- , and tie
great JWclJume was imported to meet the young
irresistible, he carritd his d strict by alartre ma-
jority. Tbe bit erness ot Georgia politicians at
ths period cannot be expressed. The State was
split into personal factions, led by Clark and
Crawford, and the feeling was immensely bitter.
The two leaders met twice on the field of honor,
and it was cbarged tht Clark sent a gallant
young fellow named Van Allen to kill Crawford,
who, however, iought a duel with him. Then
Toombs, as aid the i:r;poted Virginian, adopted
the cause of Crawfcrd. Tbe elder Toombs had a
personal rencontre with Clark, while Kobert led
tbe younger wine of the Craw for a party through
all the turbulent o mpaigas. ibe tersonal brav-
ery of Kobert Toombs is unquestioned, and he
aavoctited in the late Constitution 1 Convention
of Georgia the removal cf all res mictions irom
dueling.

IS THE UNITED STATES SENATE.
Toombs remained in Congress eight years, from

1845 to 1853, and took a high rank in the proceed-
ings of that distinguished body. V hile a mem-
ber of the Hou-- he was elected, in 1853, to tbe
Senate, succeeding the Hon. J. McPherson Ber-- ri

n. In 1 he nai On both
occasions his election was virtually unani-
mous, and was done without a struggle.
He was never beaten in a popular election,
and was i i acti e public life from 1837, when
he entered the,Legiluture, until 18d5, when he
ecap d from New Orleans. All the time he was
a leading actor in the ktirring scenes wi h which

rroundc(li ana ms reminiscences and
ations as to n.s tZ" fcna .c:

exceed ngly interesting. Mr. loomos
always eau Mr. Vt ebster was the greatest
man na ever Knew, as a regulator oi
men. he Clav as his suuerior.
and on occasions Clay was as eloquent as
men could well be. Mr. Toombs says Calhoun
was tbe areaxst logician he ever knew, and tbe
two most eloautnt men he tvnr heard were
Choate and Prent'ss from the North. In ois
opinion, the greatest man ever produced by tbe
Sjuth was Mcbuflie, and the most eloquent
Southerner was W. C. frt ston. He said Kan

loh was a remarkable man. but deoanded
more upon his eccentric, unique manner than
upon his real greatness. Tasewell was
one of the most finished orators be ever
heard, and WUliftm L. Yancer was emphati-
cally a first-cla- ss talker. He knew every Presi-
dent itersonally, except Washington, Jefterson
and the eiaerAaains. lie saw Ja cson maugu- -
ated. and imi by John Uainor Adtns when he

died. Mr. Fill ai ore ordered him the fcecretary- -
ship of tbe Treasury, which he declined to accept.

STATE SOVEREIGNTY AND SECESSION.
Mr. Toombs has always believei in the sover

eignty of the States, but he says he has been very
mu-- mieuotwstooa on the nubjectot secession.
Upon this subject he said a fw years s noe: 4I
have never believed the constitution of the United
States a good one, and, as an original question, I
would never bave voted for it; but I was not the
blatant secessionist that I hnve been represented ;
that is, up to tne tioce tnaii tnougnt mere was
no place or security tor my people in the Union.
Tben I determined to lead them out of a
compact that was protected by nothing
out gooa i n, ana was snown to nave
ce gooa taitn d,ick ox it. in jscxj i sup-
ported the Clay compromise rery strongly. My
oofi iuo n was maae an isctue in itnorm a. ana a eon
vention of the ieople was called. I came home
to defend it. I united with Howell Cobb and
Alexander Stephens, who stood upon about tho
same trrnrund I did. We whioned tbe rs

out and carried tue btaie hanusomely. 1 stood
bv thoe views ot eomnromue in tbe Union sar.- -
siantially until alter the failure of tbe Crittenden
compromise. I supported Breckinridge in the
famn&la-- nf I860. Mr. htanhfena aaDunrteti Dinr--
Us. ana lien iiui supporiea Den. n e tea tne
three elements in Georgia at that time. After
Lincoln's election I saw that trouble was brew- -
ntr. but l was unwilling to commit myself to

I telegraphed
Breckinridge. him to appoint a represent
ative committor that would offer some compro
mise to meet tbe pressing exigency, tie appoint-
ed on ths committee, amour others.

He th-- n said, Well, it you will puts fair, square
rsolutun of secession and carry it I
wilt 90 with you. 1 ouly insist that it shall not bs
equivocal like the Alabama ordinance. I re-
plied, '1 don't boo, Alex., how we eao make se-
cession more detmite than by repealing tbe act
of accession.

Beneath all bis apparent
recklessness there was a current of shrewd busi-
ness sense that led him to drive a sharp
trade and knit a bargain. He was quite wealthy,
his estate being valued at probably 00,0b). His
income from his law practice had reached as high
as $40,009 per annum. His faopos of political
prelerment died with tbe Coulederacy, and he
bad no ambition to go back to the Senate and re-
trace his steps- - At tbe close ef the war he could
have had anything within the giftof the people.
Since the death ol rs. aootuos, tnree years ago.
he has united with the Methodist Church, of
which she waa a ute-ion- g member, be never
took the ath of allegiance under the provisions
of tbe aainesty proo amation, and bad the singu-
lar distinction of being the oaly native born
white man in this country, except Jefferson
Davis, w ao was debarred from the rights and
privileges ot eiusensmp.
